back, rem em ber my last request was to raise him honest and ready to die for his coun­ 
try if it should ever need him, too. 


Then he told her what arrangements he had m ade to provide for ti.em— what pay 
was coming to him, how much she might expect from his insurance. 
Lastly, he told her 
that he had subscribed to a Liberty Bond. 


VV ell, they went in, and five days later he was killed. 


That old sergeant, with a wife and c h *ld, and less pay than a laborer can nu 
these days, bought a Liberty Bond— and then he gave his hfi‘.
